NEARLY 83,000,000 BUSHELS 

An Ottawa dispatch says:—“The 
latest officials estimates of the Bur¬ 
eau of Statistics regarding this year’s 
crop places the total. yield of wheat 
at 289,000,000 bushels, as compared 
with 193,000,000 last year. Estimate 
of oats places the yield at 656,000,- 
00, an increase of 160,000,000; barley 
at 64,000,000, in increase of 8,000,- 
000 and flax at 11,000,000. 

Manitoba’s yield of wheat is estim¬ 
ated at 40,306,000 bushels; Saskatch¬ 
ewan, 136,880,000, and Alberta, '82,- 
972,000. The Manitoba yield is a de¬ 
cline of about half a million bushels, 
the Saskatchewan and Alberta and the 
east are up about 48,000,000 Jbusheds. 
Oats in Saskatchewan are placed at 
173,00,000 bushels; Manitoba, 61,328,- 
000, and Albert, 124,958.000. 

Alberta’s wheat crop in 1916 was 
60,000,000 bushels, valued at $50,000,- 
000. In 1919 the yield was 34,575,- 
000, valued at $63,972,000. The lat¬ 
est federal official Estimate of this 
year’s crop is 82,972.000, which, taken 
at say $2.60 a bushel, will briifg Al¬ 
berta farmers the huge sum of $215,- 
727,000, This means, in other words, 
that the bumper yield of 1915 will 
this year be increased over four-fold 
in monetary value, assuming that ap¬ 
proximately. the present price of 
wheat holds.

There’s a profit in selling pigs and 
buying pork—but not for the farmer 
who follows this practice. The farm 
er’s most profitable course is to kill, 
cure, and can enough pork for his 
own use and sell any additional 
amounts which he can produce and 
for which there is a demand. The 
practice of home curing pork has suf¬ 
fered through neglect, but it is now 
being revived, according to the Bureau 
of Animal Industry and the States 
Reclamation Service. These two bur¬ 
eaus the (fl|ited States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture are co-opergting 
to encourage the general adoption of 
this wholesale usage among the farm¬ 
ers. Home-cured pork;’ scrapple pork 
puddings, sausage, ccanned pork; head 
cheese, and lard among She foods 
which the farmer should get from his 
own cellar shelves and not from the 
city niarket.

One thing,Is certain Alberta must 
make more strenuous efforts to get 
rid of the weed pest. It the weeds 
are allowed to go on and flourish 
without a downright effort being made 
to eradicate them farming will suffer 
an inestimable set-back.
